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Planning Process

Steps to Consider:
* ldentify any remaining CRF funds to be spent before December 31, 2021
* Review your community’s needs, such as unfunded budget requests
* Initial review, identify if the funding priorities may align to the core eligibility
categories
» Establish funding priorities for eligible uses of funds
* Begin to track priorities (e.g., projects), establish cost estimates
* Review reporting requirements, including programmatic data
 Determine what resources are necessary
* Engineering assessments
* Administrative needs to track and report
* Engage with other key stakeholders, such as public works engineers, community
groups, etc.
